The quality of seed has 
shown marked jmprovement during the 
past two weeks. Early ginnings were 
deficient in oil, but offerings now com- 
ing in are of very good quality. 

The mill managers decline to venture 
predictions as to the future trend of 
the market, but with the cotton crop un- 
doubtedly no larger than last year, it

MONEY LENDERS’ BILL 
CAUSES MISAPPREHENSION 


Does Not Allow the Charging of 5 
Per Cent a Month Interest as 
Some Have Assumed. 

Letters recentiy received by The Con- 
stitution from different parts of the 
state indicate that there is much in- 
terest and some misapprehension in re- 
gard to the recent money lenders’ biil, 
passed at the regular session of the 

legislature this summer. 

The new law declares it to be illegal 
to charge interest at the rate of more 
than 5 per cent a month for money 
loaned. The impression ‘thas been ob- 
tained by some that thig legalizes the 
charging of ag much as 5 per cent a 
month. 

This is incorrect. The new law does 
not change the old law a particle ex- 
cept to make it an offense, punishable 
as a misdemeanor, to charge more than 
S$ per cent a month. The law makes 
7 per cent per annum the legal rate of 
interest, and permits 8 per cent to be 
charged by agreement. If more than 8 
per cent is charged, such rate is de- 
clared to be usurious and cannot be col- 
lected, except as a matter of honor on 
part of the person securing the loan. 

If the rapacity ef the money lender 
reaches ‘the point where he demands 
more than 5 per cent a month, or 60 
per cent a year, the lays himself open 
to punishment for a misdemeanor. 

The bill of Mr. Adams, of Chatham, 
which was enacted into law at the res- 
ular session, distinctly states that ‘‘this 
statute shall not be construed as re- 
pealing or impairing the usury laws 
now existing, but as being cumulative 
thereto.”’
